Foreign  Trade  Developments 

New  Chilean  food  labeling  requirements.   Resolution  No.  117  of  the 
Ministry  of  Economy,  effective  July  17,  1978,  imposes  new  labeling 
requirements  on  producers  and  importers  of  canned  or  packaged  foodstuffs 
and  specifies  the  information  that  such  labeling  must  include.   The 
new  regulations  will  become  effective  January  1,  1979.   As  from  that  date, 
all  canned  or  packaged  foodstuffs  sold  in  the  Chilean  market  will  have  to 
bear  labels  written  in  Spanish  containing  precise  information  on  net  contents 
(in  metric  system),  main  ingredients  (including  all  additives),  manufacturing 
and  expiration  dates  of  the  product,  and  name  of  the  producer  or  importer. 
Previously  the  labeling  requirements  for  foodstuffs  applied  only  to  Chilean 
made  products.   Moreover,  Resolution  137  does  not  prohibit  importation  of 
foodstuffs  that  do  not  meet  these  labeling  requirements,  but  rather  their 
sale  to  consumers  in  Chile.   Chilean  importers,  therefore,  may  continue  to 
buy  English-language  labelled  foodstuffs,  but  they  would  have  to  have  them 
relabelled  before  they  were  put  on  the  market.
